Percentages of alumnae giving 
reached a record high! 

So what? 

While a jump from 26 percent 
of alumnae giving in 1981-82 to 
43 percent in 1984-85 may mean 
little to those of us who are 
unfamiliar with institutional 
development, it means a great 
deal to the College’s future. 

Major grant applications or 
requests for major gifts can often 
hinge on the degree of support a 
college draws from its constitu- 
encies, especially alumnae. The 
widespread support counts more 
than fund totals. 
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“These people want to know 
how the (ASC) family feels 
about the College,” said trustee 
Suzella Burns Newsome ’57, 
volunteer leader of the geo- 
graphic campaigns for New York, 
Birmingham, Washington and 
Dallas. “Unfortunately, per- 
centages do not reflect the 
allegiances of our alumnae,” 
Newsome added, although per- 
centages are most often con- 
sidered. Therefore, “we must 
give something; if this power is 
withheld, it hurts Agnes Scott. 
Commitment is spoken in terms 
of percentages.” 
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In three years, percentages of 
alumnae giving to the College 
have increased 17 percent. This 
17 percent boost represents 1,598 
alumnae who gave for the first 
time. The added ‘incentive of 
alumnae directories, presented 
to donors of $25 or more, and 
the hard work of alumnae volun- 
teers enabled the record year. 

Sharon Jones Cole ’72 commit- 
ted two years as fund chair of the 
Alumnae Association Board of 
Directors. She coordinates 
overall fund-raising for the 
Alumnae Association, and 
provides information and inspira- 
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tion for each of the alumnae 
volunteers. 

Mary Scott, director of the 
Agnes Scott annual fund, works 
closely with Cole in organizing 
the solicitation timetable for the 
annual fund. “I don’t plan or 
send out anything without 
involving Sharon,” said Scott. 
“She is the alumnae liaison, and 
her input is imperative.” 

“Thanks to dedicated alumnae 
leaders, the organization we're 
setting up is now beginning to 
work. It’s a big step we hope to 
continue,” said Dr. Rickard 
Scott, vice president for develop-

ment and public affairs. 

“It’s important to have leaders 
who inspire others,” said New- 
some. “The leaders in my area 
certainly inspire me.” 

Area leaders recruit alumnae 
volunteers to help contact non- 
giving alumnae in their area. 

“Last year New York had 50 
percent alumnae giving. That’s 
above the national average,” 
Newsome pointed out. “The key 
is to get committed people; they 
get energy from each other. 
Committed, hard workers with 
specific tasks doing develop- 
ment — this is instant success.” 


t was the worst of times; it was 


the best of times.

I want to tell you about two 
colleges. The first is a women’s 
college in the deep South. It is 
approaching its centennial; but 
is in poor shape. The president 
of this college — the first Yankee 
president in the college’s his- 
tory — hates the South so bad 
that she thinks grits for breakfast 
is cruel and unusual punishment. 
As for the college, she would like 
to change the whole institution 
into a trade school for interna- 
tional social workers. Her pet 
project is a college-wide space 
program that will require every 
student to spend some time in 
outer space before graduation. 
The faculty at this college is 
divided into two hostile camps. 
The first is the Trendy-airhead- 
space-cadets — or Trash, as they 
are called. They want every 
course in the catalog to be 
relevant — relevant to what is 
not altogether clear. Their 
curriculum proposals run from 
the intensely practical to the 
intensely impractical. They have 
proposed a scheme to award 
credit for taking tickets at the 
Omni, and their latest proposal 
is for a major in Quiche and 
Conversation. Standing opposed 
to Trash — and separated by a 
great gulf — are the Mossback 
Mafia. These faculty always look 
to the college’s past for patterns 
of rectitude and sound academic 


policy. Academically, they are 
afflicted with the “returnies” — 
i.e., all intellectually important 
developments have taken place 
in the distant past and the goal 
of education is to return to that 
past. But even here, there is 
division between those who 
believe that an ideal civilization 
does not practice human sacrifice 
and those who find this doctrine 
dangerously liberal. 

A clever member of the faculty 
invented the Gossipfier Trans- 
lator and both factions use it 
freely. The Gossipfier Translator 
takes ordinary statements and 
turns them into gossip-worthy 
items for immediate dissemina- 
tion to the campus. For instance, 
if the dean of students is over- 
heard to say that students are 
complaining about overwork, 
the statement is translated into 
the gossipfied claim that the 
administration is planning to 
reduce the number of hours 
required for graduation to 15. 
Naturally, the Gossipfier Trans- 
lator has its most intense use 
when a member of one faction 
translates the statements of a 
member of the other faction.

cities overwhelmed us. 
between rows of 


to observe circles of dancers — 
many with tiny babies bouncing 
on their backs, and to feel the 
desire of Decaturites and 
Burkinabe alike to bridge the 
cultural differences in order to 
talk as friends, all this is un- 
forgettable. The experience 
which such a venture offers is 
humbling in the recognition of 
our colossal ignorance about 
others and our smugness about 
our place in the world, but it is 
also heart-warming in its human 
encounters and rich In possi 
bilites for mutual growth and 
understanding.

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He Scholarship honors 


shuttle astronauts 


A $5,000 “Challenger Seven 
Scholarship” will be awarded 
beginning with the 1987-88 
school year to a student preparing 
in the fields of teaching or 
physical science. The scholarship 
was established to honor the 
crew of the Challenger Space 
Shuttle that exploded on Jan. 28, 
claiming the lives of six astro- 
nauts and the first teacher in 
space. 

President Ruth Schmidt 
expressed deep sympathy for the 
families of the “Challenger 
Seven,” and discussed the Col- 
lege’s decision to initiate a 
scholarship to honor the space 
pioneers: “As an educational 
institution, we feel that the best 
way we can memorialize the work 
to which the crew of the Chal- 
lenger was dedicated is to see 
that another person is trained to 


continue their efforts. With this 
scholarship, we hope to encour- 
age young women to prepare in 
the fields of teaching or physical 
sciences.” 

“We chose to emphasize 
teaching and the physical sci- 
ences for several reasons. Of 
course, the importance of these 
educational backgrounds in this 
particular shuttle mission is 
obvious. However, these areas of 
study are also ones that the 
College has considered extremely 
important for a long while. We 
have long recognized the value 
of preparing fine teachers witha 
broad background in the liberal 
arts and a strong interest in 
teaching. Also, as a women’s 
college, we take pride in training 
a higher percentage of women 
scientists, compared with the 
percentage trained at other types 


of colleges and universities. Our 
students are given extraordinary 
opportunities because of their 
ready access to an excellent 


faculty and facilities,” President 
Schmidt continued. 

Two members of the Chal- 
lenger crew, in particular, will 
have inspired young women with 
their courage and commitment 


to excellence: Judy Resnik, a 
mission specialist, electrical 
engineer and concert pianist, 
and Christa McAuliffe, a social 
studies teacher who had planned 
to use her opportunity as the first 
teacher in space to “de-mystify 
NASA and spaceflight” and who 
considered herself, above all, a 
teacher.

A gift of more than $2 million, 
from the late Julia Ingram 
Hazzard "19, has passed to the 
College on the death of Linford 
B. Hazzard. The Hazzards, of 
Columbus, Ga., designated the 
funds to provide scholarships 
with preference given to handi- 
capped students. 

At Mrs. Hazzard’s death in 
1977, a trust fund was established 
through her will to endow the 
Julia Ingram and Linford B. 
Hazzard Scholarship Fund. 

The Hazzards’ interest in 
assisting disabled students re- 
sulted from Mrs. Hazzard’s 
experiences as a student ham- 
pered by extremely poor eyesight. 
Despite the fact that she began 
college nearly blind at age 24, 
and the necessity that many of 
her assignments be read to her, 
Mrs. Hazzard earned a bachelor’s

degree in chemistry at Agnes 
Scott, and later earned a master’s 
degree from Columbia University. 

Mr. Hazzard was an indepen- 
dent insurance adjuster who 
handled assignments throughout 
the world. The Hazzards lived in 
or near New York for nearly half 
a century before returning to 
Georgia in 1974. 

Agnes Scott College received 
an additional $600,000 in two 
other bequests Gir alumnae. 
Mrs. Omah Buchanan Albaugh 
‘16, of Waco, Texas, left the 
College $450,000. Mrs. 
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Compton Jennings ’21, of Ponca 
City, Okla., designated $150,000 
from her estate for Agnes Scott. 

Virginia Haugh Franklin *18 
gave a memorial gift to the 
Global Awareness Program, 
honoring her — Catherine 

Haugh Smith ’22, who died Dec. 
29, 1985.

Citing the apparent apathetic 
attitudes of today’s young women 
toward the women’s movement, 
Phyllis Schafly, founder of the 
anti-feminist “Eagle Forum,” has 
declared feminism “a dead 
issue.” Meanwhile, Eleanor 
Smeal, president of the “National 
Organization for Women,” is 
calling for a renewed spirit of 
activism within the movement to 
recapture the attention and 
mobilize the support of women, 
young and old, across the U.S 
Though the battles of the “old 
guard” continue, one thing is 
clear — regardless of their 
attitudes toward the women’s 
movement, young women today 
are prepared to meet the chal- 
lenges and reap the benefits of 
being a woman in the eighties. 

A recent survey of freshmen at 
Agnes Scott presented a profile 
of young women who are fc ycused 
on careers and geared for success. 
The “Astin Survey,” part of the 
Cx Operative Institutional Re- 
search Program conducted jointly 
by the American Cx yuncil on 
Education and the University of 


California, Los Angeles, showed 


that more than 84 percent of 
Agnes Scott’s freshmen expect 
to earn graduate degrees, and 
almost 25 percent plan medical 
or law degrees. Further, almost 
50 percent say they chose Agnes 
Scott because the graduates go 
to top graduate schools and 55 
percent say they feel Scott 
graduates get good jobs. 

Only 1 percent of the students 
surveyed said they plan to be 
full-time homemakers, while 
more than 16 percent plan to be 
business executives or proprie- 
tors, 21 percent lawyers or physi- 
cians, 9 percent writers or jour 
nalists, and 8 percent plan 
careers in foreign service. 

Agnes Scott President Ruth 
Schmidt is chair of the Women’s 
College Coalition, a professional 
organization representing 
women’s colleges in the United 
States. Commenting on the 
seemingly conflicting viewpoints 
of today’s teens, she said, “Young 
women today have grown up 
knowing that there is a whole 
world out there for them. Unlike 
my generation, and others that 
have been involved in the 
women’s movement, these stu- 
dents have grown up knowing 
that they can be astronauts, 
doctors and lawyers, that they 
can, in fact, do whatever they 
want to do if they properly 
prepare to do so. And they don’t 
feel that they need the women’s 
or any other movement to help 
them. 

“Students at Agnes Scott are 
very motivated and have a very 
strong sense of themselves and 
their abilities. In the Astin 
Survey, over two-thirds of the 
students rated themselves above 
average in academic ability, drive 
to achieve and intellectual 


self-confidence. Their strong 
self-perceptions, combined with 
the knowledge that a liberal 
education provides, will enable 
them to achieve the goals they 
have set for themselves:” 

For the current generation of 
teenage women, the heroines of 
the women’s movement — Susan 
B. Anthony, Rosie the Riveter, 
and Gloria Steinem — appear 
to have been replaced with the 
achievers of today like Sally Ride 
and Geraldine Ferraro. And the 
response to the women’s move- 
ment is, for teenagers, “What's 
the big deal? Why shouldn’t a 
woman be an astronaut, any- 
way?” 

The results of the survey of 
Agnes Scott freshmen were 
released to the press in January.

Moving to college this fall, 
Agnes Scott students met cara- 
vans of RVs, camera crews, 


| lighting equipment and film 


extras, as the College played host 
to yet another movie. CBS chose 
the campus for location shooting 
of their made-forTV movie, 
“One Terrific Guy,” starring 
Mariette Hartley, Wayne Rogers, 
and Laurence Luckinbill (mar- 
ried to Luci Arnez). 

“One Terrific Guy” deals with 
violation of the trust relationship 
between student and teacher 
when a coach takes advantage, 
to varying degrees, of high 
school girls. “While inspired by 
real events, this movie is a 
fictional account comprised of 
fictional characters and events of 
an unfortunately widespread 
phenomenon occurring in 
schools nationwide,” said Bill 
Phillips, CBS managing producer. 

“We've got to make more 
people aware of the kind of thing 
that can happen and how compli- 
cated it is on both sides,” said 
Rogers, who plays coach Charlie. 
“A kid spends at least eight hours 
a day at school. A teacher is the 
authority, parent and role model. 
This is a movie about the viola- 
tion of the trust in that student/ 
teacher relationship. Public 
education has deteriorated in the 
United States and may ultimately 
fail as it becomes more insti- 
tutionalized. I hope this film will 
make these things known.” 

ASC has a well-established 
relationship with the Georgia 
Film Industry. So when CBS 
came to Georgia searching for a 
classic campus, the Georgia Film 
Office recommended Agnes 
Scott. 

College officers considered 
two major aspects before approv- 
ing CBS’ proposal; avoiding 
disruption of the educational 
process, and acceptance of the 
script and subject matter in 
association with Agnes Scott. 
The officers rearranged the 
filming dates to get in more 
shooting days before classes 
started. Then cameras rolled. 

The crew began shooting 
Monday, Sept. 9, and students 
registered for classes Wednesday, 
Sept. 11. The first on-line regis- 
tration meant that students 
registered in Buttrick Hall, with 
film crews often “shhh-shhing” 
those who moved about during 
filming. Other than noise and 


| occasional traffic jams, the two 


activities were compatible. By 
the time classes began, the film 
crews had moved on to the gym 
to shoot the baseball banquet. 
The renovation of Agnes Scott 
(Main) and Rebekah halls 


caused as much excitment among 
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the film crew as among the 
campus community — though for 
different reasons. The large, 
empty rooms scheduled for 
renovation were perfect for 
creating a police station, family 
living rooms and a gym fora high 
school prom, allowing the crew 
to film shots here they expected 
to do elsewhere. 

One benefit of hosting a shoot 
is the equipment, furnishings 
and refinements left behind 
when the dust clears. The de- 
velopment office gained new 
paint, window dressings and a 
large wall unit of bookshelves 
and cabinets. Anything the crew 
needed, the crew provided. 
Campus police were hired during 
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their off hours by the crew for 
additional security. 

But the camera crews seemed 
to need eternal silence around 
the set as cameras rolled. “They 
must be professional ‘shshshers,’ ” 
said Sandra Gluck, director of 
College public relations, one day 
on the set. “I bet they learned it 
from their mothers.” 

“They are professionals, and 
they did learn it from their 
mothers,” said Hartley, standing 
nearby, laughing. 

The film provided work for 
about 250 locals. It also increased 
business by providing out-of- 
town actors and film crews to fill 
local hotels and restaurants. 

Several years ago, Hawkeye, of 
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Wayne Rogers played the 
deceitful high school coach

“MASH,” visited ASC for the 
filming of “Four Seasons.” The 
filming of “One Terrific Guy” 
brought one of his MASH 
tentmates to campus — Wayne 
Rogers, or Trapper. 

Clair Guitton and Tracy 
McMahon adorned their dorm 
window with signs of “Room 117 
loves Trapper” and “The Swamp” 
(home tent of Rogers and Alan 
Alda on the MASH set). Their 
reward: a visit from Trapper who 
posed with them for photos. 

Rogers said that he wants to 
always do issue-related work. 
“The public is more willing to 
accept issues disguised as humor,” 

. said Rogers about his days on 
MASH. He recently finished a 
film about a family in Tennessee 
who adopted six Cambodian 
kids. “The film is a celebration 
of what’s good about America,” 
said Rogers. 

Mariette Hartley plays the 
mother of a molested high school 
girl, and talked about the impor 
tance of her role. “A lot of these 
issues are coming out of the 
closet as a result of our work. It’s 
certainly my responsibility as an 
actor, my responsibility to my 
generation,” said Hartley, who 
prefers child-oriented issues. “I 
would believe my kid ina second. 
This movie pussyfoots around a 
lot, but this family really stands 
behind their kid, and that’s not 
happening a lot.” 

Hartley also starred in “MADD: 
Mothers Against Drunk Drivers” 
and “Silence of the Heart,” about 
suicide. “(MADD) was really the 
beginning of my (political) 
awareness. With ‘MADD’ and 
‘Silence’ we saved lives and that’s 
the best use of television — that’s 
what acting is all about. I’m 
proud to be in that small part of 
the business.” 

Hartley is now putting to- 
gether a one-woman show, full of 
song, dance and, of course, 
humor. “I’ve never known a crisis 
without humor,” said Hartley. 
The title, possibly “Mariette, 
Alone at Last,” refers to her self 
concept. “It seems to have taken 
me a long time to find my real 
identity, for the first time | feel 
like ’m in command of a lot 
more of my resources,” she 
explained.

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ew program enriches education 


Agnes Scott College is one of 12 
institutions of higher learning 
participating in a new cross- 
registration program which may 
help foster the greater Atlanta 
area’s reputation as a strong 
academic center. As a member 
of The University Center In 
Georgia, a consortium of higher- 
education institutions in the 
Atlanta-Athens area, Agnes 
Scott helped development and 
implementation of a cross- 
registration program which went 
into effect fall term. 

The cross-registration program 
enables qualified students to take 
courses unavailable on their own 
campuses at other member 
institutions. Unlike transient 
student programs, this program 
allows qualified students to 
receive resident credit for courses 
taken at other institutions, while 
paying tuition costs to their 
home institutions. Registration 
for courses at institutions other 
than that of the students’ princi- 
pal enrollment is based on the 
availability of space. The pro- 
gram enables students to supple- 
ment major areas of study and, 
in effect, greatly increase their 
academic options. Since finances 
do not change hands between 
institutions, frustrating paper- 
work has been minimized. 

According to Charles Bedford, 
executive director of The Univer- 
sity Center In Georgia, some 65 
students participated in the 
program during fall term, an 
encouraging number for a pro- 
gram still in its infancy. Two 
Agnes Scott students chose to 
take advantage of courses offered 
at other institutions. 

Agnes Scott Registrar Mary 
K. Jarboe, who also chairs the 
University Center’s Council of 
Registrars, says of the program, 
“It provides a wonderful opportu- 
nity for students to enrich and 
expand their educational experi- 
ences. There are so many schools 


in this area with a great deal to 
offer. | hope students will make 
the best of this unique opportu- 
nity and the program will prove 
to be a great success.” Ms. Jarboe 
says she believes the increased 
cooperation and communication 
among all the member institu- 
tions is a secondary benefit to the 
educational community. 

Agnes Scott senior Katie 
Milligan, who is majoring in 
Music Education, took Elemen- 
tary Music Methods and Choral 
Conducting at Georgia State 
University this fall under the 
new program. “Agnes Scott 
offered the course in choral 
conducting”, Katie explains, 
“but I was the only one registered 
for it, and it’s the sort of course 
which should be taken with other 
students. Geofgia State has a 
very good music department; I’m 
glad I have had the chance to 
take advantage of some of their 
courses.” 

Katie had planned to take the 
two courses at Georgia State 
even before the program was 
developed, but she would have 
had to pay additional tuition 
costs to register there and the 
paperwork involved would have 
been substantial. 

“T think it’s a very good experi- 


' nei : 
tence,” Katie reports, noting that 


the program also offers valuable 
social experiences. She says that 
while she has enjoyed taking 
co-educational courses, she is 
aware that the presence of males 
in the classroom affected her 
performance. “I’m glad I at- 
tended a women’s college,” she 
notes. She plans to take Secon- 
dary Methods at Georgia State 
next term. 

Harolene Davis, a senior 
Return-To-College student at 
Agnes Scott, has been following 
a self-designed Interdisciplinary 
Art History/Anthropology major 
at Agnes Scott, which includes 
several courses offered at Emory 


University. She had taken one 
course at Emory before the 
cross-registration program was 
implemented and took another 
under the cross-registration 
program during fall term. “Emory 
has an excellent anthropology 
department, and can offer courses 
not available at Agnes Scott 
because there aren’t enough 
people (at Agnes Scott) majoring 
in that area of study. The cross- 
registration program has made it 
a lot more feasible to broaden the 
scope of my studies,” Harolene 
notes. “I’m able to take graduate 
level courses not available at 
Agnes Scott, and | also have 
access to Emory’s library 
facilities. Even though Agnes

Scott has all kinds of pluses,” 
Harolene concludes, “I think it’s 
good for students to be exposed 
to different atmospheres, at- 
titudes, perspectives and expecta- 
tions.” Harolene plans to take 
two more anthropology courses 
at Emory next term. 

The cross-registration concept 
had been discussed at length over 
recent years and in 1984, an ad 
hoc committee of the Council of 
Academic Deans and Vice Presi- 
dents was appointed to develop 
guidelines for a program. The 
council agreed upon a set of 
guidelines in spring 1985. The 
University Center Board of 
Trustees approved the guidelines, 
and the Council of Registrars 
developed procedures to imple- 
ment the program. Financial Aid 
officers were also involved. 

“Developing the program was 
areal challenge,” Bedford notes, 
“but there was a tremendous 


spirit of cooperation among the 
institutions involved. We had to 
identify people who were willing 
to work hard to make things 
happen.” 

One of those people was 
Agnes Scott’s Dean of the Col- 
lege Ellen Wood Hall ’67, who 
serves on the University Center’s 
Council of Academic Deans and 
Vice Presidents. 

“The degree of cooperation 
between institutions required to 
see this program through has 
paved the way for the develop- 
ment of other programs in the 
future,” Dean Hall concludes. 
“By pooling our resources, we 
can continue to provide creative 
and cost-effective programs 
which enhance higher-educational 
opportunities in the area.” 

While several institutions 
within the University Center 
have had cooperative registration 
agreements in the past, this is the 
first program to involve multiple 
institutions in the greater 
Atlanta area. The program will 
operate on an experimental basis 
for three years, during which 
time there will be ongoing 
evaluation. 

The Atlanta University Cen- 
ter is a consortium of the fol- 
lowing institutions, all of which 
are participating in the cross- 
registration program: Agnes 
Scort College, Atlanta College 
of Art, Atlanta University 
Center (Atlanta University, 
Clark College, Interdenomina- 
tional Theological Center, 
Morehouse College, Morehouse 
School of Medicine, Morris 
Brown College, Spelman Col- 
lege), Columbia Theological 
Seminary, Emory University, 
Georgia Institute of Technology, 
Georgia State University, Ken- 
nesaw College, Mercer Univer- 
sity Atlanta, Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity, Southern Technical Institute 
and University of Georgia.

Parents of Agnes Scott students 
spent a jam-packed weekend 
here Oct. 25-27 during Parents’ 
Weekend. The weekend began 
with a Friday afternoon wine and 
cheese reception for parents, 
faculty and staff. That evening, 
the North Carolina Shakespeare 
Festival presented “The Taming 
of the Shrew” in Presser Hall. 

Following a Saturday morning 
Continental breakfast, the 
Parents’ Council held their 
annual business meeting. The 
group heard from Dean of the 
College Ellen Wood Hall ’67 
regarding the coming switch to 
the semester system, and from 
John Studstill, director of the 
Global Awareness Program. 

The council elected these 
officers: John Beck, president; 
Grace and Tom Goodwin, vice- 
presidents; and Janet and Robert 
Carpenter, secretary-treasurers. 
The executive committee will 
appoint representatives for each 
class. 

The council also approved a 
constitution and bylaws. Then 
parents joined their daughters for 
the Great Scott! community 
festival on Saturday, and for 
Sunday morning’s Senior Investi- 
ture ceremony. In this traditional 
service at Agnes Scott, the dean 
of students caps each senior with 
an academic mortar board as a 
symbol of her senior status. At 
Commencement in the spring 
the senior receives a hood, sym- 
bolizing the bachelor’s degree. 

Parents’ Weekend is sponsored 
by the Parents’ Council, and is 
held each fall with Senior 
Investiture.

seriously plan its next 100 

years. But for more thana 
year 18 people have met weekly 
to plan the College’s second 
century. 

As part of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Schools requirements for Agnes 
Scott’s re-accreditation, the 
Second Century Committee has 
developed a master plan for 
future educational growth. Also, 
our approaching centennial 
celebration provides a hallmark 
opportunity to assess the Col- 
lege’s status and direction and to 
ensure its future strength. 

Founded May 1984, this com- 
mittee includes six faculty mem- 
bers, two students, an alumna, 
six administrators, two trustees, 
a staff member and a secretary. 
Although individuals will rotate 
off the committee annually, the 
committee will retain the same 
representation from Agnes 
Scott’s constituencies. 

The Second Century Commit- 
tee has concluded that Agnes 
Scott’s most urgent and com- 
pelling challenge is to increase 
its enrollment without com- 
promising the quality of the 
students admitted. “In a general 
sense, the surest way to achieve 
that goal is to create at the 
College a more invigorating 
atmosphere than currently pre- 
| vails. Indeed, these twin objec- 
tives are so closely related as to 
be. . . inseparable: an increased 
enrollment of able students will 
improve the intellectual and 
social climate just as surely as 
a more stimulating academic 
environment will attract more 
students.” 

The committee turned in an 
unofficial draft of its report to the 
Southern Association last fall. It 
covered seven categories: the 
academic program, the learning 
experience, the teaching experi- 
ence, campus life, physical 
facilities, organization for deci- 
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Second Century Committee targets 
seven areas for change 


sion making, and allocation of 
resources. 

The Fall 1985 Alumnae Mag- 
azine featured some of the prog- 
ress being made with physical 
facilities. The College has also 
completed renovations of the 
dining terrace, campus store, 
post office, and dining hall — 
adding a new dish room, food 
prep room and two restrooms 
downstairs. Currently under 
renovation are Agnes Scott 
(Main) and Rebekah Halls, and 
a track and athletic field to be 
completed this year. The 1985-86 
winter will be the last for the 
central steam plant; new indi- 
vidual, efficient boilers will heat 


each building. In November, 
Taylor Anderson Architects met 
with the Agnes Scott community 
to discuss options for athletic and 
student activities facilities. 

The Second Century Commit- 
tee determined that within the 
next several years, campus living 
must be made more stimulating 
and enjoyable to enhance student 
well-being. In response, the 
President’s Special Committee 
on Physical Activities has recom- 
mended greatly expanding the 
intercollegiate, intramural and 
recreational activities. 

In connection with the new 
curriculum and student ac- 
tivities, the Semester System 


Steering Committee is consider- 
ing ways to rearrange the daily 
class schedule. And a College 
Events Committee was designed 
to help establish a student- 
invited speaker series to provide 
evening conversations for stu- 
dents with prominent people in 
the metropolitan area. 

The report also targeted 
administrative improvements. 
The goal is to make decisions 
more effectively and to increase 
the satisfaction and support of 
these decisions among the Col- 
lege community. To accomplish 
these objectives, the College 
must increase involvement by 
the parties concerned and, at the 


same time, simplify procedures. 
Toward this goal, Dean of Stu- 
dents Gue Hudson is reviewing 
with student groups the number 
of student organizations, the 
level of participation in their 
activities, and the match be- 
tween organizations and student 
interest. The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Faculty is streamlining 
the conduct of faculty business 
and reducing the committee 
work by rewriting the Faculty 
Bylaws. The trustees of the 
College have revised their bylaws 
and rewritten the descriptions of 
the duties of their committees 
and College officers. 

To accomplish the above 
goals, the College must develop 
its material, financial, and 
human resources to the fullest. 
In progress is an enhanced 
admissions strategy, probably the 
most significant of which is a 
computerized management 
system that tracks each prospec- 
tive student inquiry and makes 
personalized follow-up possible. 

A comprehensive plan to im- 
prove student retention is being 
developed by the deans and di- 
rector of admissions. Computer- 
ization of appropriate college 
operations has allocated resources 
more efficiently. By January 
1986, all major administrative 
offices had been computerized. 

As the College approaches its 
centennial, there will be a 
comprehensive capital cam- 
paign. In connection with these 
efforts, special celebrations will 
culminate in the centennial year 
of 1989-90. 

A broad, deep challenge 
confronts the College. To meet 
it, and to complete the projects 
proposed in this document, the 
energies and cooperation of all 
constituencies will be needed. 

The Second Century Commit- 
tee is charged with monitoring 
and evaluating each of the seven 
categories in the document and 
will revise the plan as needed. 


Survey finds liberal arts degree marketable 


The results from the follow-up 
survey on the Class of 84 are in, 
and it looks like another group 
of Agnes Scott graduates is 
finding success in the world. 
Their pursuits are widely varied, 
but based on information gath- 
ered between January and May 
1985, it seems that last year’s 
graduates are well on their way 
to rewarding careers and futures. 
Of the 125 students graduated 
in June 1984, the survey results 
reflect the responses of the 105 
students (82 percent) who re- 
turned the survey questionnaire. 
Employment figures show that 
70 graduates worked full time, 
and 16 held part-time jobs. 
Another 26 graduates pursued 
full-time studies while 16 studied 


part time. Twenty-seven women 
held jobs while continuing their 
studies. Only three reported 
being unemployed. 

Of those employed, a large 
proportion (42) reported that 
they held management, sales or 
professional business positions. 
Job titles ranged from diet con- 
sultant to travel agent to account- 
ing-firm owner to legal librarian, 
and the most common business- 
related job was banking. 

Nine graduates worked in 
technical and scientific fields, 
holding such jobs as construction 
administrator, engineering tech- 
nician, research chemist and 
technical writer. Four grad- 
uates worked as secretaries or 
receptionists. 
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Twenty graduates were em- 
ployed in education: five graduate 
assistants, 14 teachers and one 
Christian youth worker. 

The communications and art 
fields employed seven graduates, 
whose jobs involved public 
relations and marketing, writing 
and editing or graphic services. 
Four graduates held government 
jobs, one as a management 
trainee in the U.S. Navy, another 
as a linguist in the U.S. Army. 

Approximately one-quarter of 
the respondents who were em- 
ployed full time earned between 
$10,000 and $15,000 a year, 
while about one-fifth of the 
full-time workers earned $15,000 
to $20,000. Three graduates 


reported annual salaries of more 


than $20,000, five respondents 
reported annual earnings of less 
than $10,000 and nine respon- 
dents who were employed full time 
withheld salary information. 
Roughly one-half of the re- 
spondents were working or 
studying in the metro Atlanta 
area. While the majority of the 
class members were based in the 
southeastern states, others lived 
in Indiana, Missouri, Connec- 
ticut, Texas, New York, Califor 
nia, Maryland, Virginia, Ohio, 
Illinois, and North Dakota. One 
graduate was teaching at Taejon- 
Hontran University in Taejon, 
Korea, and another was teaching 
for a mission program in Japan. 
“The low number of graduates 
who were seeking employment 


seven to 12 months following 
graduation is strong evidence of 
the marketability and flexibility 
of a liberal arts education from 
Agnes Scott,” notes Barbara 
Blazer, director of the Career 
Planning and Placement Office. 
“The majority of the class mem- 
bers also participated in the 
Senior Job Search Series, which 
included weekly resume-writing 
workshops and development of 
other employment-seeking 
skills,” she adds. “I feel the 
combination of these factors, 
along with the high level of 
motivation characteristic of most 
of the women who choose Agnes 
Scott, accounts for the success of 


the Class of ’84.” 
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mornings, it is translated into 
the claim that the Mossback 
Mafia is mounting a major effort 
to vote censure of the administra- 
tion for undermining the liberal 
arts at the college. 

If the administration and 
faculty are in bad shape, the. 
students are even worse. As a 
whole they are a combination of 
the stupid and the dishonest.

The campus 
leaders are always both stupid 
and dishonest — embodying, as 
they do, the ideals of both 
groups. The students are so 
demoralized by the atmosphere of 
the college that they spend most 
of their time off campus. Some 
have even blazed the trail into 
the five-day weekend, leaving 
Tuesday and Wednesday as the 
normal work week. However, it 
is possible that Wednesday is in 
jeopardy since they have just 
devised TGIW — Thank God 
it’s Wednesday. 

It is faithfully reported that 
the student body is transferring 
out of the college en masse. Some 
are going to coed institutions 
located near beaches, where they 
can at last meet the surfer of their 
dreams. But some have so ruined 
their academic careers that they 
have had to resort to having their 
transcripts sent to the French 
Foreign Legion in Chad or to the 
Visitation Convent in Snellville. 


hat about the other 
college? Well, it too is 
a women’s college in 
the deep South about to celebrate 
its centennial. But there the 
similarities end. This college has 
a new woman president who is 
dynamic and forward looking — 
| she wishes to guide the college 
towards those changes necessary 
for an even better institution; but 
she is also aware of the heritage 
of the college and the necessity 
for preserving that heritage. She 
sees the faculty as colleagues 
whose talents are to be mar- 
shaled, welded together into the 
_ common effort to achieve a great 
. leap forward. 

The faculty is an extremely 
impressive group of people. They 
are talented teachers and schol- 
ars. Every one of them spends 
most of his or her waking hours 
trying to devise new ways of 
making learning exciting and 
rewarding. They want each 
student in each session of each 
class to discover and to be moved 
by what she discovers. When 
these teachers are not revising 
classroom performance, they are 
engaged in fruitful study and 
scholarship. Frequently they 


produce articles and papers 
which colleagues in much larger 
universities find valuable. 
Moreover, their research is 
always related to what they are 
teaching so that there is an 
energizing relation between 
scholarship and teaching. If the 
president is guiding the college 
towards a great leap forward, the 
faculty is ready to devote even 
more time and effort into making 
the next years of the college into 
a new golden era — a time to 
which future generations in the 
college will look back as the years 
which made all the difference. 

The students are generally 
conceded by administration and 
faculty to be the treasure of the 
college. They are bright, idealis- 
tic, and hard working. Even the 
middling student is a marvel, 
working to the best of her capac- 
ity, supportive of the efforts of 
others. The graduates are really 
inspirational; when they arrive at 
the last months of their senior 
year, they take ona kind of sheen 
of achievement and self confi- 
dence, tempered with a modest 
sense of what they owe to family, 
college, and community. They 
have become self-possessed and 
self-directed young women in a 
culture in which not every girl 
achieves that status. 

Which college is your college? 
lam partial to the second college 
and suspect that most of you are 
also, or at least would like to be. 
But you might say that neither is 
a realistic view of Agnes Scott 
and surely Agnes Scott is really 
our college. After all, not all 
students here are bright, idealis- 
tic, and hard working; not all 
faculty are such paragons of the 
teacher-scholar. Not everything 
the president does is right on the 
money. 

How can I, as an advocate of 
critical thinking, even be tempted 
by such a Pollyanna-ish picture 
of the college? Surely, you say, 
there are flecks of truth in both 
stories. And in fact, there are; 
otherwise the stories would not 
have been interesting. But the 
real question is: how do we deal 
with those flecks of truth? 

I invite you to reflect on the 
points of view from which each 
story is told. What is the attitude 
of the storyteller in the second 
story? Optimistic, trusting, 
appreciative, and idealistic. 
What is the attitude of the 
storyteller in the first story? This 
storyteller is cynical, jaded, 
fundamentally disappointed. 
The first storyteller also has an 
ideal buried in all that sarcasm; 
an ideal that has been given up 
on. Yet it stands always over the 
actual college — a height from 
which to hurl down stones and 


arrows.

Everyone has an ideal. The 
difference is in the way the ideal 
functions. So, in dealing with 
the flecks of truth, I invite you 
to be like the second storyteller: 
look to an ideal that you have 
not given up on. Or perhaps | 
should rephrase my advice as a 
paradox: always pursue a real 
ideal — one that you believe 
can, even with great difficulty, 
be accomplished by you and your 
co-workers. But what, oh 
Socrates, is a real ideal? 


Primarily, such an ideal must. 


be held by the vast majority. 
Every distinctive liberal arts 
college has such an ideal; Swarth- 
more, Reed, and Bryn Mawr all 
achieved distinction because 
they each had a clear conception 
of what they were about. In these 
colleges the ideal had to embody 
widespread aspirations of faculty, 
students and administration 
because its realization called for 
much devoted effort — hard 
work and long hours. If an ideal 


different enough. Finally, when 
we articulate this ideal for one 
another it will so energize our 
daily activities to virtually 
guarantee its own fulfillment. It 
would be, in some sense, already 
real. 

| am not advocating medioc- 
rity. First, to assume that a 
generally held ideal would be 
mediocre assumes that the mem- 
bers of this college are mediocre, 
that they cannot conceive of a 
fine, but authentic vision — a 
manifest absurdity. Secondly, we 
can conceive of an ideal which 
will embody the aspirations of 
the vast majority as well as be 
fine and authentic, because we 
know that in the house of liberal 
arts are many mansions. Rather, 
in the company of true liberal arts 
colleges there are many different 
models — each accomplishing, 
in its time and place, the same 
lofty goals we all share. So we 
need not be narrow and illiberal 
in our conceptions — viewing

is to act as a source of pride and 
energy it cannot be the preserve 
of a priestly minority, to be 
defended by the true believers 
against the unwashed hordes. 
So in inviting you to look to 
a real ideal, | am urging you to 
join together in a collective 
venture to conceive of an ideal 
Agnes Scott College. | believe 
that implicit in all our minds and 
hearts is a picture of the perfect 
Agnes Scott. What’s more this 
picture is remarkably similar for 
the vast majority of us and not 
radically different from the way 
things already are — although 
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with alarm every small departure 
from the past. We can depend on 
our collective intelligence and 
integrity to choose wisely. 
From my work on the Second 
Century Committee, from my 
association with faculty and 
students, I can tell you that just 
such a generally held ideal is 
already emerging. Let me sketch 
an outline of growing consensus. 
First, we will continue to be a 
college which exemplifies ideals 
of our past, such as the insistence 
on academic excellence not just 
in words but in fact. But there 
are also emerging some new ways 
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of thinking about academic 
excellence. Learning at Agnes 
Scott will be less passive and, 
consequently, more exciting ina 
way that it has not always been. 


n the past, too frequently 

academic excellence has 

meant that the student took 
all of her ideas from the professor 
and learned to submerge her own 
thinking into that of others. 
Whatever the value of such an 
education, as a dominant prac- 
tice it fosters the conviction that 
one’s own thinking is unreliable 
and even trivial. In contrast, we 
are recognizing that academic 
excellence also includes indepen- 
dence of mind. More and more 
we aim to foster in a systematic 
way the student who relishes the 
exercise of critical thinking, the 
skills of responsibly arriving at 
her own opinion, of judiciously 
making up her own mind. Never 
again should a student be so 
cowed that she feels the need to 
ask a professor that damnable 
question: “Do you want my 
opinion?”. 

As learning becomes more 
active, it also becomes more 


exciting. Why else do we cherish | 


independence of mind except 
that it makes possible the adven- 
ture of ideas? The adventure of 
ideas is not a spectator sport; you 
must participate by thinking, 
seeing and imagining on your 
own. Who has not experienced, 
at one time or another, the 
exhilaration of making her own 
discovery of a connection be- 
tween two ideas, the excitement 
of devising her own solution toa 
problem, the wonder of exploring 
on her own a whole new way of 
seeing? 

_ Those we honor as heroes and 
heroines in the liberal arts 
tradition are precisely those who 
have done these things. The 
point of a liberal arts education 
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is not just to learn about those 
heroes and heroines bur to join 
their company. To join that life 
of infinite interests about which 
John Stuart Mill speaks so 
persuasively. 

Moreover, independence of 
mind has other effects — not 
the least of which is liberation 
from provincialism. No one who 
thinks for herself is going to 
accept the status quo just because 
‘itis the status quo. It is precisely 
those independent and critical 
students who see the connections 
among things that make a politi- 
cally active life necessary — 
the connections between politics 
and quality of life, between art 
and society, between principles 
and action. And I know of no 
one who has achieved a global 
outlook who has not done so by 
critical thinking. 

And finally, life. I can, of 
course, grow rhapsodic over the 
difference between a life guided 
by critical thinking and one 
which is not, between the life of 
one who always receives her 
opinion from others and the life 
of one who investigates and 
seeks, who must know for herself, 
between the life tyrannized by 
the matter of fact and the life 
liberated by the possibilities 
disclosed through critical think- 
ing. However, just allow me to 
paraphrase Socrates: the unex- 
amining life is not worth living. 

I see an Agnes Scott of the 
future where the conversation in 
the residence halls and the 
dining hall is less about how 
many papers and tests are due, 
and more about such topics as 

“America’s involvement in Cen- 
tral America, the strategies of the 
women’s movement, the pos- 
sibilities of genetic engineering, 
the worth of the latest Walker 
Percy book, or — my personal 
favorite — the ontological proof 
for the existence of God. I see an 
Agnes Scott where, in every 
classroom, professor and student 
may disagree about ideas and 
never worry about status, where 
neither needs to win but both 
seek to understand. 

Lest I be accused of dishonor- 
ing the past, I choose as my 
example of independence of 
mind a former philosophy major 
who went on to win a Pulitzer 
Prize. Marsha Norman, in an 
interview in the Saturday Review, 
paid this tribute to her old 
teacher, Merle Walker, “You look 
two seconds at my work and you 
see her influence. That’s just a 
crucial part of me.” I asked 
Norman what she meant by that 
statement, and she said that 
Merle always presented a problem 
from all angles, rehearsing all the 
arguments for and against. And 
then she pointed out that in her 
own plays she does the same, 
arguing all sides until the resolu- 
tion. But notice what Norman 
learned here — not just facts, 


not “the right answers” — buta 
way of thinking, of arriving at 
her conclusions, relying on her 
reasoning abilities. 

There are other elements 
emerging as well. For instance, | 
am excited by the prospect of an 
international emphasis in our 
curriculum. Nothing makes so 
real what we study here as living 
in a foreign country; it is the 
laboratory of the liberal arts. 


hatever the full shape 

of this ideal, some- 

thing we do know. It 
is going to be different from what 
it was. That we are shifting 
perspective is the reason we are 
experiencing so much turmoil. 
We are moving from one concep- 
tion of this college to another. 
Let us be frank about this: the 
Agnes Scott of 10 years hence 
will not be the Agnes Scott of 10 
years ago. It will not be and it 
cannot be. However, let us also 
be clear about this: the future 
Agnes Scott will not be funda- 
mentally different from the 
college of the past. It may be too 
weak to say that we are only 
changing an emphasis here and 
there; but it would also be too 
strong — so strong as to dis- 
tort — tosay that we are depart- 
ing from what has made this 
college so good a place to be. 
Agnes Scott will be different but 
only in that it will be better. 
What? you ask, the best women’s 
college in the South better? Yes, 
better. Any institution which 
pretends it cannot be better is 
dead already. Conversely, the 
college that seeks to be better is 
alive and kicking. 


A dream 


“One of my dreams for Agnes Scott 
is that every graduate will have had 
significant exposure to another way 
of life, another language, another 
manner of viewing the world,” said 
President Ruth Schmidt — fall 1984. 

As the Second Century Plan 
unfolds, a Global Awareness 
Program has become an impor- 
tant aspect of the academic 
program at Agnes Scott. 

“Our major goal is that all 
students will have the opportu- 
nity to experience and study 
another culture in depth some- 
time during their study,” said Dr. 
John Studstill, director of the 
Global Awareness Program. 

Agnes Scott received a grant 
from the Booth Ferris Foundation 
which Agnes Scott designated to 
get the program underway. The 
grant monies are being used for 
scholarships, administration of 
the program, and for the program 
director's salary. “A small number 
of scholarships are available to 
try to assure that students won't 
be restricted by lack of funds,” 
said Studstill. 

“We're still working out ad- 
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I believe that at this particular 
juncture in the history of our 
college, we have been given the 
opportunity to make it even 
better. And I hope you see that 
opportunity and take up that 
challenge. When they rise to the 
occasion, Agnes Scott students 
are — as my teenage son would 
say — awesome. And this occa- 
sion is the most important one 
that I have ever seen in my career 
here. Look to the ideal future, 
which is paradoxically already 
here in many ways. Envision that 
better college to come, and use 
that vision as your guide in these 
somewhat bewildering times. 
Naturally, with so many pos- 
sibilities opening before you, you 
need to be critical. But it is your 


ministrative details,” Studstill 
added. 

The program is open to all 
students. There is no limit on the 
type or content of international 
study. The courses are initiated 
mainly by the faculty, who 
decide the curriculum and con- 
tent through regular curriculum 
committees. “We are very con- 
cerned that the program be 
academically sound,” said 
Studstill. The curriculum com- 
mittee must approve each course 
proposal. The individuals leading 
the trips are faculty members. 
While most faculty are new to 
this type of teaching, most have 
traveled and all are experienced 
instructors. 

Studstill wants to encourage 
more professors to offer innova- 
tive ideas for international 
studies. 

“We're concerned that there 
be a balance between the indus- 
trially developed and developing 
nations and the major world 
areas (Latin America, Africa, 
Asia, Europe).” Dr. Studstill 
added that he has a personal 
emphasis in the notion that the 


positive and beloved ideal which 
gives the basis for positive and 
constructive criticism. By con- 
trast, criticism which does not 
rest on a clear conception of the 
generally held good — onareal 
ideal — is merely negative and 
destructive. Beware of the 
prophets of doom who have given 
up on their ideals, who say that 
there will be no Agnes Scott in 
the future. There will be an Agnes 
Seott in the future and it will be 
even better because you, both by 
your ability to believe in it and 
by your deeds, are going to keep 
what is good and add to it. 

No one can read the early 
documents of this college without 
being struck by the idealism of its 
founders. Not all of their ideals

United States needs to emphasize 
its role as an equal partner (not 
a dominant power) in solving 
global problems that face us in 
the community of nations. “The 
notion of brotherhood and 
sisterhood and family respon- 
sibilities is the best model for this 
relationship,” explains Studstill.

would be universally shared by 
this audience. And that is as it 
should be. But it is clear that the 
magnificent achievements of 
those founders — a college 
which won national recognition 
in a remarkably short time — 
would have been impossible 
without their ideals, to which 
virtually all were committed not 
just as a hope, but a reality. 

As we approach our centen- 
nial, let us share their courage to 
conceive of what is not yet, and 
to believe in what can be, so that 
we may gain the strength needed 
to complete the work they have 
begun. Let us bring forward their 
best — which is stunning in- 
deed — and add the better our 
second century calls for.

women’s movement has 

been: to champion the 
right of women to seek employ- 
ment and pursue a career outside 
the home. The last 10 years have 
seen a tremendous increase both 
in the number of employed 
women and in the scope of 
positions open to women. It is no 
longer taken for granted that 
women — even those with 
young children — will give their 
full time to work in the home. 
Statistics show that nearly 8.5 
million children under age 6 now 
have working mothers, and that 
about 25 percent of working 
women have children under 6. 
Indications are that this trend 
will continue. Many women 
must work outside the home for 
economic reasons, but some are 
able to choose. 

The question now is: As we 
continue to support the option of 
women to work outside the 
home, can we also respect the 
option of women to work in the 
home? If a goal of the women’s 
movement has been to give

women a choice about where to 
invest their time, skills and 
energies, then we should affirm 
women who make either choice. 
A sign that women who are 
full-time homemakers have a low 
self-image is in the phrases they 
often use to describe themselves: 
“l’m just a housewife.” “I just 
babysit my children.” Children 
are quick to reflect this kind of 
downgrading. One kindergarten 
child reported: “My mother 
doesn’t do anything. She just 
stays home.” 

The occupation of homemak- 
ing needs to be upgraded, and 
those who work as homemakers 
deserve our respect. The 
Women’s Action Alliance, in a 
most helpful book for preschool 
teachers (Non-Sexist Education 
for Young Children: A Practical 
Guide. New York: Citation 
Press, 1975.), shows imagination 
and perception in the unit on 
homemaking: “We feel that 
homemaking is a complex job 
that requires a multitude of 
skills,” asserts Barbara Sprung in 
introducing the study, “including 


executive ability to handle it 
successfully. We feel that home- 
making is one of many work 
options open to women and that 
it is as deserving of respect as any 
job performed in our society.” 
There follows a consideration of 
some of the facets of homemak- 
ing: meal preparation, health 
care and nursing, household 
manager, laundry and cleaning. 
Through visitors to the classroom 
and field trips, the children are 
shown that all these areas of 
homemaking are also performed 
in the world of work outside the 
home. “We want the children to 
realize that it takes a most 
competent person to perform 
such a wide range of jobs,” states 
the summary. 

To give importance to the 
work of homemaking brings 
respect and encouragement to 
anyone who takes on these 
responsibilities. The mother may 
perform this work on a full-time 
basis. The father may share in 
these tasks. In some cases paid 
housekeepers may help with

Once a great orchestra was busy 
rehearsing for an important 
concert.

The audience 
rose as one in a standing ovation 
at the close of the concert. 
Everyone had played well; the 
program had been glorious. 
And the piccolo had learned 
that no matter how small a note 
may seem, it became very impor- 
tant when he played as a part of 
the whole concert. 

As one growing up loving 
“Tubby the Tuba” and “Peter 
and the Wolf,” this story of the 
orchestra has long been one of 
my favorites. It is a marvelous 
parable on group dynamics, and 
perhaps that is why I have loved 
it so much. 

There is an easy transition 


from the orchestra in our story 
to our own Agnes Scott Alum- 
nae Association. We are all 
involved in the symphony that 
is the music of Agnes Scott.

of the cellos and basses, giving 
depth and resonance to the 
music.

Upon receipt of this form, we will automatically 
maintain your credentials file for five years, until Dec. 31, 
1990, at which time you will again be responsible for up- 
dating it. If your file is outdated (from 3-5 years old), we 
will be pleased to send you the forms necessary to establish 
a new one. References—a maximum of three — must be 
recorded on the forms supplied by our office. We feel this 
consistent approach helps to project an organized, 
professional image to employing organizations. 

The 1974 Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
gives students and alumnae open access to their files. 
Some employers, however, perceive closed files to be a 
more candid reflection of a person’s strengths and abilities. 
If you wish to waive your right to access your credentials 
file, please note on the attached form that you wish these 
files to remain closed. 

Finally, because the cost of this credentials service has 
increased over the years, we must begin charging a fee to 
mail your references to prospective schools and employers. 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1986, the first set of credentials is sent 
free of charge. Each subsequent mailing costs you $1. 

We feel these changes will enhance the value of the 
credentials service to both alumnae and employers. If you 
have any questions about these changes, or if you would 
like further information on our credentials service, please 
contact Dot Markert at (404) 371-6397.

Class of 1947 enjoys historic 
reunion at Union Hill 


The Agnes Scott Class of 1947 
made history — by Agnes Scott 
standards — Oct. 11-13, 1985. 

The Class of 1947 earned the 
distinction of being the first class 
to hold a 38th-year reunion and 
the first class to hold a reunion 
some place other than the Agnes 
Scott campus. 

Class President Kathleen 
Buchanan Cabell entertained 40 
classmates and their guests for 
dinner, Oct. 11, at her home, 
Union Hill, in Virginia. At the 
dinner each alumna gave an 
account of her post-Agnes Scott 
days. 

Cabell planned a historical 
weekend. Guests toured St. 
John’s Church, site of Patrick 
Henry’s famous speech; Tuckahoe 
Plantation, 1714 boyhood home 
of Thomas Jefferson; the Gover- 
nor’s 1813 federal-style mansion; 
the state capitol (designed by 
Thomas Jefferson); Agecroft 
Hall, a 15th-century English 
manor house transplanted from 
England; and, of course, Union 
Hill. 

Beth Walton Callaway flew in 
from Colorado with her husband 
for one day. With a master’s 
degree in botany and a specialty 
in wildflowers, Callaway serves 
on the National Wildflower 
Center Board, appointed by 
Lady Bird Johnson. 

Alice Beardsley Carroll, a 
broadway actress, joined a car- 
pool of four classmates from New 
York and New Jersey going to the 
reunion. 

Jean Williams flew in from 
Oregon. Other classmates at- 
tended from West Palm Beach,

Fla., Louisiana, Illinois, 
Alabama and Mississippi. Lucille 
Beaver ’46 also attended. 

“It was such fun to catch up 
on each other. Four alumnae 
who left ASC before graduating 
attended the reunion. It was the 
first Agnes Scott event they have 
attended since they left,” said 
Cabell. 

Union Hill, built with pine 
from trees that were growing 
when Columbus discovered 
America, was transplanted in 
1980 to avoid its destruction. 
The original woodwork was 
carefully restored and original 
dimensions retained. The ex- 
terior brickwork and iron 
hardware was made by inden- 
tured servants during the 1774- 
1778 construction. 

The house, built by the third 
great-grandfather of Royal Cabell 
Jr., has been out of the family 
only eight years during the ’60s. 

The house is named to honor 
the union of the colonies and was 
the seat of strong support for the 
American Revolution. Thomas 
Jefferson, Patrick Henry, and 
George Washington were friends 
of Colonel William Cabell, the 
builder. Patrick Henry Jr. married 
at Union Hill in 1804. During 
the Civil War, Union troops 
occupied the house, but did not 
destroy it since all house slaves 
had been freed. The Cabells now 
enjoy it “as the seat of hospitality 
it was in the 18th century.” 

Cabell spent 10 months or- 
ganizing the reunion. She also 
received many letters from 
classmates who could not attend. 
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Dr. Parry leads tour of classical Greece 


Dr. Richard Parry, professor of 
philosophy, will lead a (non- 
credit) study tour of Greece, 
June 9-23, 1986. The tour, 
“Classical Greece and the So- 
cratic Dialogues,” will explore 
Athens, Delphi, Itea, Olympia, 
Nauplia and Mykonos.

o those re-entering 
the world, Garcia had 
these words: Parallels 
may be drawn between 
our society's ambiva- 
lence about art and its 
ambivalence about women. Like 
women, the arts are cherished for 
their uplifting value, even as 
they are regarded as a frivolous 
luxury in the larger scheme of 
things. Both are outside the 
mainstream, both occupy the 
lowest and highest positions: 
lowest in financial means, high- 
est in admiration and praise, but 
both marginal to the real world 
of finance, politics and power. 
Both are set aside, one literally, 
one figuratively, on a pedestal. 
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From the beginning of the 
American republic, the arts were 
perceived as indispensable to the 
functioning of a democracy, but 
best postponed to a time when 
all else was in place. Ina letter to 
Abigail Adams in 1841, her 
husband wrote: 

I must study politics and war, 
that my sons may have the liberty to 
study mathematics and philosophy. 
My sons ought to study mathematics 
and philosophy. . . in order to give 
their children a right to study paint- 
ing, poetry, music, architecture. . . 

This peculiar coincidence of 
attitude, to women and to art, 
did not remain unconscious. In 
the same period James Jackson 
Jarves wrote: 

Few women as yet are disposed 
to intellectual pursuits. . . natu- 


rally they turn to those fields of art 
which may seem to yield the quick- 
est returns for the least expenditure 
of mental capital. 

Women and art have, histori- 
cally, been thrown together, 
considered fit for each other, at 
least insofar as art is considered 
an accomplishment, an unserious, 
amateur pursuit. But if it was a 
field at all open to women, one 
must then borrow Linda Nochlin’s 
question and ask: “Why have 
there been no great women 
artists?” 

In her essay of that title in 
1971, Dr. Nochlin reviews the 
extensive, though recent, litera- 
ture on the subject and sum- 
marizes the various attempts and 


~ 
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approaches at an answer. In her 
own conclusions: 

In the arts as in a hundred other 
areas, things remain stultifying, 
oppressive and discouraging to all 
those, women included, who did 
not have the good fortune to be 
born white, preferably middle class 
and above all, male. 

The fault lies not in our stars, 
our hormones, our menstrual 
cycles or our empty internal spaces, 
but in our institutions and in our 
education — education understood 
to include everything that happens 
to us from the moment we enter, 
head first, into this world of mean- 
ingful symbols, signs and signals. 

Interest in the question, “why 
have there been no great women 
artists” has provoked extensive 
lengthy and necessary research,

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and has already given a notice- 
able impetus to the study of art 
history: gone is the need to write 
dissertations about stultifyingly 
insignificant topics. Today, if you 
are a medievalist or an architec- 
tural historian, a print curator or 
a historian of Netherlandish art, 
you can come upon fresh material 
if you ask: Where are the women? 
Already there are exciting 
revelations: the discovery of 
work by many women who en- 
joyed a reputation in their times, 
such as Angelica Kauffman and 
Rosa Bonheur: the recovery 
of Antonia Ucello, Marietta 
Tintoretto, Sarah Peale, Jane 


Stuart, Mary Moran, and other 
daughters or wives of artists 
whose work, being of quality, 
was naturally attributed to men. 
Or the rediscovery of Judith 
Leyster, some of whose work was 
thought to be Franz Hals’, or 
consider the Metropolitan’s 
David, which turned out to be by 
Constance Charpentier. In the 
modern period we find also the 
neglected artist on the distaff 
side: Lee Krasner, who was mar- 
ried to Jackson Pollock; Dorothy 
Dehner to David Smith; Frieda 
Kahlo to Diego Rivera; Dorothea 
Tanning to Max Ernst. And who 
is to say about that lengthy list of 
works left unattributed or simply 

called “school of” and which 
brings to mind Virginia Woolf's 
remark: “Anonymous was a 
woman.” 


The situation today is both 
the same and different: a great 
deal more access, more aware- 
ness, greater visibility given 
some women artists, but not yet 
an equitable share of exhibitions, 
of publications and of reviews. 
The test, of course, is in the 


quality of the art. But for a couple 


of decades now more than half 
the people receiving degrees in 
art have been women; it is statis- 
tically improbable that so few be 
good. 

What has this to do with you? 
As educated people, the arts are 
more accessible to you than to 
many; this is your inheritance to 
experience, to enjoy, to support. 
As educated women, pay atten- 


tion to women’s art. Look for it, 
ask for it, learn about it, perhaps 


even buy it. 


You may have noticed that in 
speaking of women artists, I he ive 


referred to women not as “we” 


but as “they,” because of course it 


1S “we,” 


men and women, who 


make up this society, who need, 


for the sake of all of us, to find 
and to support women’s art. 


Let me encourage you then to 
raise your Own consciousness and 


that of others: when you go to 


museums and art galleries, ask 


for the women.

Kwai Sing Chang 


Dr. Kwai Sing Chang’s retire- 
ment this year brings to a close 
an era for the Bible and religion 
department that began when 

Dr. Paul Garber came to Agnes 
Scott College in 1943. Dr. 
Garber was joined in 1949 by Dr. 
Mary Boney (Mrs. Francois L. 
Sheats), and in 1956 by Dr. 
Chang who came from a pastor- 
ate in Hawaii to complete a 
department whose professors 
were good scholars, good 
teachers and good friends: Dur 
ing the past 30 years, students 
have profited from the blend of 
expertise and special interests 
that these three professors 
shared with each other and their 
students. 

Dr. Chang is a native of 
Hawaii and completed college 
there. His studies then took him 
halfway around the world and 
back to his home state before 
settling into the Agnes Scott 
community. At Princeton Semi- 
nary, where he received his B.D. 
and Th.M. degrees, his room- 


mate was Dr. Ben Kline, who 
would later become the connec- 
tion that brought Dr. Chang to 
Agnes Scott. After Princeton, 
Dr. Chang continued his studies 
at Edinburgh University in Scot- 
land where he wrote a disserta- 
tion on the Gospel of John to 
complete his Ph.D. 

As an ordained minister in 
the Congregational church, his 
family’s denomination, Dr. 
Chang first served as a pastor. 
He has continued his affiliation 
here in Atlanta, contributing to 
that church’s periodicals as well 
as other religious journals. 
Hawaii has always been a meet- 
ing place for East and West, and 
Dr. Chang absorbed aspects of 
many traditions while growing 
up there. At Agnes Scott, he 
became an esteemed interpreter 
of world religions for students 
and alumnae groups. In the early 
60s, well before the Beatles 
made popular an interest in 
Eastern religions, his world 
religion classes were filled to 
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capacity. He brought just as 
much insight to his classes on 
American religious traditions. 

While Dr. Chang’s familiarity 
with various deities and the 
terminology belonging to any 
religion being examined was 
always impressive, his approach 
to learning was more so. A reli- 
gion can be fully understood 
only from the inside, he would 
advise students. Thus, he would 
push them toward a deeper com- 
prehension of the truths these 
forms contained. Because he 
seemed so deeply respectful of 
the varieties of religious ex- 
pression, he encouraged students 
to be more serious about their 
explorations, thereby creating 
an awareness that true under- 
standing encompasses more than 
academic knowledge. His own 
thoroughness also served as a 
model. Dr. Chang spent one 
year’s leave studying Chinese at 
Yale in order to improve his 
understanding of the Chinese 
text he was interpreting.

However serious, scholarly 
attributes are only part of the 
appeal of Dr. Chang for students. 
Many students in his classes were 
invited to Dr. and Mrs. Chang’s 
home for wonderful Chinese 
meals for which chopsticks and 
lessons in their use, as well as 
forks, were readily available. His 
daughters, with the beautiful 
names Forsythia and Jasmine, 
were frequently seen on campus 
as they were growing up and 
served as class mascots. Their 
sparkling eyes mirrored those of 
Dr. Chang, which gave a clue to 
the irrepressible and contagious 
humor always lurking beneath 
the surface of the professor’s 
mien. 

The Changs plan to continue 
living in their home on South 
McDonough Street. Dr. Chang 
has been tutoring some foreign 
members of the Agnes Scott staff 
in English as a second language 
and plans to expand his work 
with them and possibly other 
students. He says he also hopes 
to have more time to be involved

with his church when academic 
demands are lessened. 

Ac the reception for retiring 
professors during Alumnae 
Weekend, Dr. Chang hada 
surprise visitor: his brother had 
come from Hawaii with beautiful 
orchid and rose leis for the 
honorees. The Changs will be 
visiting their family in Hawaii 
during the summer. 

Perhaps a small measure of 
how much Dr. Chang’s unique 
presence will be missed is indi- 
cated by the reported record 
number of current students who 
enrolled for the basic Bible course 
this year when they learned Dr. 
Chang was teaching it for the 
last time. His many students 
from years past will join this 
group in the knowledge that they 
have been afforded a special 
opportunity to study witha 
unique professor. — by Laurie

Marie Huber Pepe 


When one thinks of Marie Huper 
Pepe, who retired this year, the 
salient characteristic that comes 
to mind is her exuberance. The 
Agnes Scott community has 
been fortunate over the last 35 
years to have been a recipient of 
Mrs. Pepe’s vast store of en- 
thusiasm, delight and apprecia- 
tion of life. 

After graduating magna cum 
laude from the University of 
lowa and earning master’s and 
Ph.D. degrees from the same 
institution, Marie Huper came 
to Agnes Scott in 1951 at the 
urging of the University of Geor- 
gia’s Lamar Dodd, who was also 
responsible for attracting 
Marie’s colleague of many years, 
Ferdinand Warren, to Georgia. 
These two outstanding arts edu- 
cators were destined to shape the 
art department of Agnes Scott 
for many years. It was with plea- 


sure that they moved into the 
Dana Fine Arts Building upon 
its completion in the mid-1960s. 
During her first years in 
Atlanta, Miss Huper met and 
married Charles Pepe. An execu- 
tive turned educator, Charlie 
-epe’s energy matches that of his 
wife. Over the past several years 
he has been shaping Sarah Smith 
Elementary School into one of 
the finest elementary schools in 
the Atlanta school system. 
While Mrs. Pepe won numerous 
prizes for her own art, including 
watercolors, sculpture and 
prints, in the years immediately 
after she finished college, her 
field was art history. She taught 
most of the art history courses in 
the Agnes Scott catalog. With a 
grace and delight born of her 
love of the subject matter and a 
daunting familiarity with it, 
Mrs. Pepe would breeze through 
her slide lectures while her stu- 
dents tried frantically to sketch a 
cartoon of the slide and scribble 
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comments in their notebooks. 
As is true of so many college 
courses, long after the details of 
the course are hazy — if not for- 
gotten — the love of the subject, 
inspired by a particular professor’s 
enthusiasm, remains. 

However, there is a larger 
dimension to Marie Pepe’s con- 
tribution to the College commu- 
nity than just her classroom 
instruction. She has been a 
caring hostess to many students 
and colleagues over the years. 
The Pepes have often entertained 
students at their home at Lake 
Burton as well as their residence 
in Stone Mountain. Their home 
has been opened to visiting 
professors, lecturers, alumnae 
and other guests of the College. 
She has good-naturedly taken 
part in her share of revelry at 
Scott. (I vividly recall a stellar 
performance by Mrs. Pepe as 


Dab Dab, the Duck, in my class’s 
production of “Dr. Dolittle” in 
1967.) 

Mrs. Pepe, who became chair 
of the art department upon 
Ferdinand Warren’s retirement 
in 1969, has been a dedicated 
and serious member of the facul- 
ty. Over her entire tenure she 
has endeavored to be a construc- 
tive member of the campus com- 
munity and supportive of its 
other members. She has been a 
loving friend to others whose 
lives revolve around Agnes 
Scott. Like so many others who 
have experienced the Agnes 
Scott community, she has a deep 
love for the College, its people 
and its ideals. 


And, like so many who have 
gone before her, she has sought 
to instill an enjoyment of the life 
of the mind and a caring for 
other people that has given 
Agnes Scott its distinctive 
character over the years. — by

Raymond Jones Martin 


For the past 36 years, Agnes 
Scott students have entered 
Gaines Chapel for their first 
convocation and departed from 
there during graduation exercises 
to majestic music performed by 
Raymond Jones Martin. He has 
presided over the music for count- 
less convocations, contributed 
joyous melodies to the inaugura- 
tions of three of Agnes Scott’s 
five presidents and brought com- 
fort through his music to the 
community in times of loss and 
sadness. His length of service has 
allowed Dr. Martin to witness 
much of Agnes Scott’s history in 
the making. As teacher and 
advisor, he has dealt successfully 
with the wide variety of students 
who have passed through these 
corridors over the past three 
decades. 

Dr. Martin’s path to Agnes 
Scott began in Lumberton, 
N.C., where, as the son of a 
church organist, he began piano 
lessons in the third grade and 
played in his first church service 
as a youth. Following two years 
at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, he was 
accepted to the Juilliard School 
in New York. Further study at 
Union Theological Seminary in 
New York led to his earning both 
master’s and doctoral degrees of 
sacred music. 

After a stint in the Navy and 
two years of teaching at Brenau 
College in Gainesville, Ga., Dr. 
Martin arrived at Agnes Scott in 
1950, the final year of James Ross 
McCain’s presidency. He was the 
youngest faculty member at the 
time. His early colleagues were 
distinguished in their long years 
of service to the College, the 
position in which Dr. Martin 


Frances Clark Calder 


After a fruitful sabbatical year, 
during which she completed a 
handbook of Old French for 
students in the medieval course 
and spent valuable time with her 
two sons, Dr. Frances Clark 
Calder ’51, chair of the French 
department from 1978 to 1985, 
retired. 

A native of Decatur, Dr. 
Calder graduated from Agnes 
Scott Phi Beta Kappa and first in 
her class. She then received her 
M.A. at Yale University, after 
which she was awarded a Ful- 
bright grant for a year of study in 
Paris at the Sorbonne. Upon 
returning from France, she 
immediately began teaching at 
Agnes Scott, where, after two 
years, she became the only in- 
structor to be given a three-year 
leave of absence to work on her 
doctorate. 

She returned to Yale, the first 
woman and first student of the 
humanities to receive a General 
Electric Fellowship. Henri Peyre, 
a noted French scholar, who was 
then the chair of the graduate 
French department at Yale, said 
of her, “Elle illumine notre 
department.” A colleague and 
friend of Dr. Calder, Dr. 
Braunot, explains that this state- 
ment, which means “She lights

currently finds himself. 

When Dr. Martin first arrived 
at Agnes Scott, chapel was held 
regularly every Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Friday and Saturday. A 
variety of hymns was usually 
sung. On one occasion during 
Dr. Alston's tenure, the playing 
of the introduction of the first 
hymn caused the audience to 
burst into gales of uncontrollable 
laughter. Dr. Alston stopped 
and asked what was so humorous. 
Apparently, the first three chords 
vaguely reminded some in the 
audience of the “Wedding 
March.” 

Fellow musicians and church 
organists have ultimate respect 
for Dr. Martin’s musical abilities. 
He has held office on a regional 
and national level in the Ameri- 
can Guild of Organists. An 
Agnes Scott grant enabled Dr. 
Martin to expand his musical 
horizons by studying at the Inter- 
national Organ Academy at St. 
Bavo's church in Haarlem, Hol- 
land. St. Bavo’s is a mecca for 
organists; Mozart is believed to 
have played the church’s organ at 
age 12. 

The Schlicker organ in Mac- 
lean Chapel is there as result of 
Dr. Martin’s foresight. He recog- 
nized the need for student expo- 
sure to an automatic organ that 
was mechanically operated rather 
than electrical. The Schlicker 
requires different fingering 
technique and is considered a 
better instrument for perfor- 
mances of Bach. It is a valuable 
asset to the College. A generous 
grant from the Kresge foundation 
this acquisition possible. 

Asa performer, Dr. Martin’s 
accuracy and expressive perfor 
mance make listening a joy. 
Discipline and sensitivity to his 
art are apparent in every phrase. 


His mastery of a variety of musi- 
cal forms has earned him the 
respect of his fellow musicians. 
He is as comfortable with the 
works of the late Renaissance as 
he is with Franck, Messiaen, and 
other modern composers. His 
expertise as an organist and 
church musician has not limited 
his repertoire. An avid concert- 
goer, he brings the experience of 
opera, string, orchestral and 
vocal impressions to his craft. 

The standard of excellence 
and accurate attention to detail 
found in his performances is also 
present in Dr. Martin’s classroom 
teaching and advising. Potential 
church musicians, teachers and 
organists have prepared in his 
classes on hymnology, the history 
of church music, choral conduct- 
ing and church service playing. 
As young organists struggled 
with Bach Chorale preludes, he 
has been there to assist with 
suggestions on technique as well 
as with gentle criticism of style, 
interpretation or rhythm. His 
quiet encouragement and calm 
demeanor have made public 
performance a bit less painful. 
He has inspired his organ stu- 
dents to exceed whatever level of 
achievement they have reached. 
His discipline is an example for 
all. 

On the Friday afternoon of 
Alumnae Weekend 1986, family, 
friends, colleagues and former 
students gathered to recognize 
this man who has given so much 
of himself. Many expressions of 
love and appreciation were of- 
fered for his considerable con- 
tribution to the life of this Col- 
lege. We shall miss his presence 
and the grandeur of his art. Our 
wish for Dr. Martin and his 
family is continued harmony. — 
by Katherine Akin Brewer ’76 


up our department,” referred, of 
course, to Dr. Calder’s brilliance 
and elegance but was at the same 
time a reference to her having 
received such a generous scholar- 
ship from an electric company. 

At Yale, Dr. Calder specialized 
in the literature of the 17th 
century. Her dissertation dealt 
with the concept of the heart in 
the work of Blaise Pascal, famous 
for his studies in mathematics 
and generally considered one 
of the best writers France has 
produced. 

Upon completion of her docto- 
rate, Dr. Calder returned to 
Agnes Scott, where she has been 
ever since, with the exception of 
a seven-year period during which 
she had her two sons— Alan, a 
freshman at the University of the 
South, and Kevin, a senior at 
Avondale High School. Dr. 
Calder says of her relationship 
with Agnes Scott, “I am grateful 
for the instruction I received 
here. I have tried to maintain 
the high standard that I found 
when I came to Agnes Scott. | 
always felt that that was the 
way I could repay those who 
taught me.” 

During her years at the College, 
Dr. Calder has had opportunities 
to teach everything from medi- 
eval literature to Camus. She 
has been responsible for the 


addition of several new courses, 
including one on Pascal, one on 
16th-century literature and one 
on 18th-century literature. 

Along with her extensive 
involvement on campus as a 
member of numerous commit- 
tees, Dr. Calder has been a 
member of the Advisory Council 
of Sweet Briar College Junior 
Year Abroad Program, the South 
Atlantic Modern Language 
Association and the University 
Center Language Association, of 
which she served as chair last 
year. 

Dr. Calder is an elder at Colum- 
bia Presbyterian Church, where 
she has been at work on the task 
of cataloging new books and 
recataloging old books in the 
library. She is also a member of 
the Avondale Women’s Club and 
the Agnes Lee chapter of the 
United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. Finally, of course, Dr. 
Calder continues to guide and 
encourage former students, young 
women for whom she has been 
and will always be both a model 
and a friend. She says of them, “I 
have enjoyed knowing students 
all these years. I intend to keep 
up with them. I’m always im- 
pressed by what they are 
doing.” —by Meda Stamper ’87 


Bookstore leased 


The College is now leasing the 
Campus Store to Interstate 
Textbook Services, Inc., of 
Chamblee, Ga., which manages 
such operations for colleges and 
universities. After looking at 
several larger, national chains 
such as Barnes and Noble, the 
College decided on Interstate, 
which will invest in new displays, 
merchandise and equipment that 
officials hope will invigorate the 
store and increase sales. 

“This is the coming trend 
in college and university man- 
agement,” said Gerald O. 
Whittington, vice president for 
business and finance. “The size 
of our operations and the services 
provided weren’t of the type we 


wanted,” he explained. “We 
would have had to put a whole 
lot of money into [the store] 
which we didn’t have.” Leasing 
provided a viable option, he 
noted, because Interstate uses 
their own money to boost sales 
and the College gets a monthly 
rent check. The College gains an 
efficiently-run store without 
investing any capital. 
Whittington stressed that 
prices of books and school materi- 
als should not increase signifi- 
cantly because of the change- 
over. In fact, items may be 
cheaper because Interstate can 
purchase in bulk quantities, 
which the College was unable 
to do. 


Evaluation completed 


The Agnes Scott Board of 
Trustees has completed the first 
of what will be an annual eval- 
uation of the presidency, the 
governing structure and progress 
of the College. 

The committee of the board 
which was charged with leading 
the evaluation engaged the ser- 
vices of an outside consultant, 
Dr. Frederic W. Ness, president 
emeritus of the Association of 
American Colleges, and a former 
university president. There was 
an extensive review of collegiate 
documents, collection of specific 
data and numerous confidential 
interviews of faculty, staff, ad- 
ministrators, students, alumnae, 
trustees as well as people out- 
side the immediate college 
community. 

At its July 31 meeting, on the 
recommendation of the assess- 
ment committee, the board 
voted to affirm the presidency of 
Ruth Schmidt. In a letter to the 
Agnes Scott community, chair 
of the board Larry L. Gellerstedt 
wrote, “Enormous strides have 
been made in the past few years 
at Agnes Scott to strengthen the 
academic programs, set the col- 
lege on a sound financial course, 
attract highly qualified faculty 


and students and to undertake a 
major renovation and building 
program on the campus.” 

In order to strengthen the 
governance of the college and 
the leadership of the president, 
the board also adopted some 
specific recommendations of the 
committee designed to address 
managerial and personnel skills 
at all levels on campus. Other 
recommendations adopted focused 

‘upon improving communications 
within and among all constituent 
groups important to the college. 

“While much remains to be 
done before Agnes Scott can 
realize its full potential,” 
Gellerstedt wrote, “the board 
was encouraged that the presi- 
dential assessment found that 
the college is ‘rounding the 
corner,’ poised to launch into a 
new stage of growth and develop- 
ment on a sound fiscal basis. 
Further, the establishment of the 
annual Presidential assessment 
provides a process through which 
the college can assess its own 
progress and address its many 

‘challenges. I hope you will join 
me and the Board of Trustees as 
we work toward a bright future 
for Agnes Scott in its second 
century.” 
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It's almost moving time again. 

While students across the 
country start packing for their 
August arrival at Agnes Scott, 
many of us at the College are 
moving to renovated Rebekah 
and Agnes Scott Halls or out of 
buildings slated for repairs. 

Agnes Scott is on the move, 
too. Come September, she'll 
have a new front entrance on 
College Avenue. The “reception 
area” will be Agnes Scott Hall. 
The seniors to whom we said 
tearful goodbyes are now alumnae; 
more than a 140 new freshmen 
will join us in August. 

We are also saying goodbye to 
Alisa Wendorph, publications 
coordinator and managing editor 
of Main Events for the past year. 
She and her husband are moving 
to Daytona Beach, Fla., where 
he will be a staff member with 
Young Life youth ministries. At 
the same time, we welcome 
Stacey Noiles to Agnes Scott. A 
graduate of Smith College, she 
holds a master’s in journalism 
from Columbia University. And 
we say goodbye to our attic rooms 
in the gym to move to Buttrick 
Hall, first floor. 

Students, faculty, staff, alum- 
nae — we all find ourselves on 
the move. New rooms, new 
windows and new neighbors. 
New people to get to know, new 
places to do our work. And every 
time we move, it seems, we have 
to get our bearings again. We 
sort through our experiences and 
belongings, deciding what to 
keep what to leave behind. What 
will we need in our new place? 
What will already be there, 
waiting for us? How will we 
change? What new things can 
we accomplish in our new place? 

Moving is hard work.

Collecting kudos 


The Admissions Office is receiv- 
ing kudos on their new series of 
student recruitment materials. 
Done in conjunction with the 
North Charles Street Design 
Organization in Baltimore, the 
brochures are proving to be 
successful and award-winning. 

The series of materials garnered 
a Council for Advancement and 
Support of Education (CASE) 
gold medal among more than 
500 entries nationwide. The 
series design won a silver medal 
in the “Campus Graphics: Top 
Ten Designers of the Decade” 
category. The illustrations used 
won a bronze medal. 

Seven of the pieces will be 
shown in the annual exhibition 
of the Art Directors Club of 
Metropolitan Washington and 
published in the club’s annual. 
Likewise, the series was honored 
by the American Institute of 
Graphic Artists, and segments 
will appear in their 1986 Design 
Annual. 

Closer to home, the Office of 
Admissions reports that the 
number of paid freshman deposits 
are up more than 15 percent 
over this time last year. 
“We've experienced a larger 
freshman class coming in, 
as well as a considerable 
increase in interest 
from 1987 appli- 
cants,” said Di- 


rector of Admissions Ruth Vedvik. 
Across the country, prospective 
students tend to recognize and 
remember the materials, added 
Vedvik. “Because of the informa- 
tion we provide, they have a 
better idea of what questions 
they need to ask all prospective 
colleges,” she said.

Catherine 


Marshall’s 
family gives 


her papers to 
Agnes Scott 
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The original manuscripts, files 
and papers of author and Agnes 
Scott alumna Catherine Marshall, 
who died in 1983, have been 
donated to Agnes Scott by the 
author’s husband, Leonard 
LeSourd. 

Asan Agnes Scott student in 
the mid- 1930s, Catherine Wood 
met and fell in love with Peter 
Marshall, a dynamic young Scots 
Presbyterian minister. They 
were married after her graduation 
in 1936. By the time of Peter 
Marshall’s unexpected death in 
1949, he was serving as chaplain 
of the U.S. Senate. Catherine 
Marshall first became widely 
known to readers the same year 


when, as a 34-year-old widow, 
she incorporated her husband’s 
sermons into a book. “Mr. Jones, 
Meet the Master” became a 
national best-seller. When “A 
Man Called Peter,” her biog- 
raphy of her husband, was made 
into a movie in 1955, it was 
filmed partly on the Agnes Scott 
campus. (The Alumnae Pond 
figures prominently!) 

During the next three dec- 
ades, Catherine Marshall, who 
married Guideposts magazine 
editor Leonard LeSourd in 1959, 
became internationally known 
as an inspirational writer. She 
also wrote an acclaimed novel, 


“Christy,” based on her mother’s 
experiences as a young woman 
teaching in Appalachia in the 
early 1900s. 

Among the papers donated to 
the College are manuscripts of 
all of her books except “A Man 
Called Peter,” as well as much of 
her correspondence with Peter 
Marshall. Papers of special inter 
est to Agnes Scott include four 
journals kept during Catherine 
Marshall's years at Agnes Scott, 
folders of her class notes and 
college papers, three scrapbooks 
of Agnes Scott events and four 
school yearbc 10ks. 
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Trustees 
oppose 
apartheid 


Agnes Scott College put its 
money where its mouth is. 

When more than 200 Agnes 
Scott students requested a stance 
on apartheid from the Board of 
Trustees, the response was ac- 
tive. Not only did the board 
state its opposition to apartheid, 
but they have been backing that 
position with action through the 
College’s investment policy. 

On Oct. 11, the Student 
Affairs Committee sent the 
Board of Trustees a resolution 
stating, “As members of the 
Agnes Scott community, we are 
diametrically opposed to the 
philosophy of apartheid. . . . we 
are proposing a dialogue among 
the various constituents of our 
community. . . . to ensure a 
heightened awareness of the 


Issue at large, as well as the sub- 


tleties of the oppressive mentality 


which has been fostered through- 
out our history.” The signers of 
the resolution requested the 
board’s thoughts and stance on 
the issue. 

Board chair Larry L. Geller- 
stedt Jr. appointed an ad hoc 
committee, chaired by Nancy 
Holland Sibley 58, to determine 
the board’s response. “It enabled 


at the Jan. 17 meeting of the 
board, but they have been mak- 
ing investments with these 
guidelines for a long time,” said 
Gerald O. Whittington, vice 
president for business and finance. 
“Sound investment equals moral 
or social responsibility.” 

The board responded with a 
resolution stating their opposi- 
tion to apartheid as practiced in 
South Africa and their support of

the board to be more aware of 
general feeling and to articulate 
the policies we’ve been using 
for investment,” said Lamar 
Oglesby, chair of the investment 
committee. 

“This resolution was approved 


the Sullivan Principles. They 
also feel the College’s “invest- 
ment policy must address not 
only South Africa but broader 
issues of social responsibility” — 
investing only in those companies 
which are — among other require- 


ments — socially responsible. 
The general investment policy 
states the board’s intention to 
play it “prudent and safe” with 
the College’s investment funds. 
“We won't assume great risk,’ 
said Whittington. “There might 
be a fly-by-night company out 
there who temporarily is bringing 
a good return; we don’t think it 
wise to invest and assume that 
risk.” Oglesby stressed that in- 
vestments need to be made for 


today’s students as well as for 


students of 2050. “We have to 


treat them both equally.” 


According to the resolution, 


“The board believes that the 


social responsibility of a company 
is reflected in the investment 
quality of a company.” And if 


the board disagrees with the 


management goals and objectives 
of a company — even if it meets 
the Sullivan Principles — the 
board will liquidate their position 


in that company. 


While the general investment 
policy stresses the importance of 
a company’s social responsibility, 
the South Africa resolution takes 
a firm stance in a situation being 


debated nationwide.

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Fundraising 
breaks more 
records 


$3,275,606 


For the 1985-86 fiscal year, 
Agnes Scott has again set a 
record in fundraising with a total 
of $3,275,606, aside from the 
appraised value of the Catherine 
Marshall papers. That is up from 
approximately $2.5 million last 
year. Vice President for Develop- 
ment and Public Affairs, Dr. 
Rickard Scott attributes this to a 
comprehensive development 
program which, in its second 


year, is improving, and to a large 
gift bequest by the Hazzard estate. 
The Office of Development 
was recognized by the Council 
for the Advancement and Sup- 
port of Education for its 1984-85 
annual fund program. Agnes 
Scott was named one of five 
finalists ina U.S. Steel(-CASE 
Incentive Program for single-sex 
institutions nationwide. The 


award recognized improvement 


in amount and participation. 


Most recently, the College 
received a gift of approximately 


$500,000 from the estate of 


Omah Buchanan Albaugh ’16X. 


A longtime supporter of the 


College, in 1980 she established 
the Ralph Buchanan Albaugh 
book fund of $53,658 in memory 


of her son, an air force pilot 


killed in the Battle of Iwo Jima.

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y husband says 

singing “Kumbayah” 

outside just one 

more military base 

is not going to 
change a thing, that it’s all 
stupid, inept. But here he is, five 
and a half hours away from our 
home in Atlanta, holding on to 
our two-year-old daughter who’s 
whining to go, too. 

All three of us hold candles 
in the dark along with a hundred 
others who've come from North 
Carolina, Florida, small towns 
in central Georgia, the north 
Georgia mountains. My husband 
rolls his eyes and walks away 
trying to entertain our little girl. 

I stand with my candle and 
listen as the statement of our 
purpose here is read, looking 
down at the two candles left on 
the ground. 

“We come to King’s Bay, Geor- 
gia, present home of the Poseidon 
and future home of Trident sub- 
marines, to offer our prayer for 
peace and reconciliation.” 

I think how, soon, over 4,000 
times the explosive power of the 
Hiroshima bomb will be 
stationed on the base in this 
little town of St. Marys. 

“The way of Herod was to do 
anything in order to try to ensure 
security — even at the cost of 
slaughtering innocent children 
to avoid a possible threat to his 
government. We do not come to 
point the finger at others as 
much as to remind ourselves and 
confess our own complicity in 
allowing these weapons to be 
built. . . . We come today to say 
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an unequivocal NO to the exis- 
tence of these weapons.” 

I sit down, and my little girl 
comes and gets in my lap, con- 
tent for a while with pouring the 
candlewax on the grass. The 
singing continues, but I have 
never enjoyed singing in a group. 

I think of the place we’re 
staying, a hotel which was built 
in the early 1900s. Tonight after 
supper, we sat on the second- 


sculpted-looking dividing glass 
that is in all those type places is 
special-ordered, has submarines 
engraved in it. The lady I talked 
to at the St. Marys Welcome 
Center raved about all the money 
and people coming into the 
county because of the base. 
“They’re building a new elemen- 
tary school,” she said, then 
summed up our short talk by 
saying that she guessed we had to

story balcony and rocked, Christ- 
mas lights and decorations still 
up in St. Marys. They say people 
used to sit out there at night and 
laugh and gossip years ago. Down 
the street from our hotel are 
homes built in the 1800s and the 
one remaining oak of the four 
planted in 1800 when George 
Washington died; however, that 
tree looks dead now, too, started 
dying last year, someone told us. 

The new St. Marys includes a 
Hardee’s just down the road from 
the base which has pictures of 
submarines and missiles framed 
on their walls, and even the 


take the bad with the good. 

I always picture the military as 
something “out there” that must 
be changed, but here, at Kings 
Bay, it is actually growing; we are 
fighting against something that 
is daily getting more fences up, 
moving more people in, chang- 
ing the whole environment. 

And | am one of the many back- 
ing it— with my taxes and with 
my gpeios i acceptance of 
it all. 

Coming back early from the 
vigil, my daughter asleep im- 
mediately in her seat, my husband 
says the cold night air is not good 
for our little girl. “It’s not that 
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cold,” I tell him. He knows it’s 
not. He says very little the rest of 
the way back to the hotel. I 
strain my eyes looking out into 
the dark, our headlights giving 
us only limited vision along this 
unfamiliar road. 

The tension he’s feeling is not 
the cold, not even that that 
comes from taking care of a 
whining two-year-old. | know 
that he believes much the same 
as | do about nuclear weapons. 
It’s the way to go about the 
changing or whether even to try 
or how to live each day where we 
find ourselves, and I’m not sure 
how he’s confronting his own 
feelings. People come to terms 
with it in so many ways, and 
more important than any protest 
is that each one of us listens to 
his or her own inner voice. We 
should all do what we feel we 
must and always remember that 
nothing is ever wasted whenever 
individuals try, in their very 
human ways, to pursue a change 
in the world’s way of thinking in 
the name and spirit of love.

degree in science. Her participa- 
tion in civic, charitable and 
religious organizations stems 
from her experience at Agnes 
Scott College. She has often 
said, “The stimulation of superior 
professors and outstanding visit- 
ing lecturers at Agnes Scott 
College gave me a feeling of 
strength to accomplish in what- 
ever area I chose.” A shift to art 
and the environment called 
upon the same creative ability 
that science did. 

Her study of the design and 
development of the natural envi- 
ronment has influenced other 
activities. In artistic endeavors, 
the land and the natural growth 
of plant material have been her 
medium. Always in the back- 
ground of each activity has been 
the love of her farm north of 
Atlanta, where she experiences 
form, color and design and uses 
the environment as a medium of 
art. 


She likes to say, “My back- 
ground for the design work that I 
have done in the city and at the 
farm is that of Hogarth — art and 
horticulture — with a strong 
sense of the important role of 
nature’s own forms.” 

In every endeavor, she has 
shown herself to be a superior 
administrator. She has served as 
president of the Junior League of 
Atlanta, worked with Emory 
University to develop a master’s 
degree program in speech therapy 
for the Atlanta Speech School, 
and served as president of the 
board of directors of the Atlanta 
College of Art, which awarded 
her an honorary degree. 

She also developed Swan 
Woods Trail, located on 10 acres 
at the Atlanta Historical Society, 
and serves on the board of direc- 
tors and as a national judge of 
the Garden Club of America. 

She has been a constant fund- 
ing catalyst, serving as fund 
chair in the ASC Science Build- 


ing Campaign. More recently, 
she has begun research for de- 
velopment of the Atlanta Shelter 
for Homeless Children. 

She constantly thinks of and 
supports Agnes Scott in all its 
programs. Her unselfish service 
to the College through the com- 
munity stems from her Agnes 
Scott experience and has re- 
flected to the community the 
strength and values of her liberal 
arts education.

Virginia Wing Power 


At 80, when many accomplished 
women are taking things a little 
easier, Virginia Wing Power ’26, 
1986 Outstanding Alumna for 
community service, still has the 
energy and enthusiasm of a teen-

During Alumnae Weekend, 
April 26-27, Dr. Virginia Tuggle 
"44 received the Outstanding 
Alumna Award for her achieve- 
ments during a distinguished 
career. 

Since she began her internal 
medicine and cardiology practice 
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ager. Her contagious enthusiasm 
and genuine concern for others 
continue to guide her life. 

After graduating from Agnes 
Scott, Virginia Wing married 
George William Power. From 
1926 to 1928, Ginny wrote for 
the Atlanta Georgian. The 
Powers moved to Chattanooga in 
1928, and Ginny began volun- 
teer hospital work with children 
through Junior League mario- 
nette shows, children’s theater 
and dramatic radio programs. 

Ginny Power’s contributions 
to Chattanooga are many, but 
she is best known for her work in 
the field of aging. Confronted 
with her mother’s early retire- 
ment from Westminster Schools 
in 1957, Mrs. Power began re- 
search on how to live and stay in 
the mainstream of life while 
aging. Helping senior citizens 
help themselves became her goal. 


in DeKalb County, Ga., in 1954, 
Dr. Tuggle has served her profes- 
sion, her patients, her college, 
her community and her church 
(plus her dogs and the Humane 
Society) with her own brand of 
care and dedication. 

In 1954 only one other woman 
physician had an office in 
DeKalb County. Dr. Tuggle 
devoted herself to her profession, 


‘treated others with dignity and 


earned the respect and friendship 
of her fellow professionals — male 
and female. 

Early in her career she made 
an amazing decision — to accept 
no new patients. It is a rare pro- 
fessional who has the courage to 
take this step until late ina 
career. Service to her patients 
and profession has always been 
Dr. Tuggle’s guiding principle. 
Her patients all feel her warmth 
and understanding, as well as her 
diagnostic acumen and clinical 
judgment. 

In addition to caring service 


Discovering that her city and 
state had no programs for people 
near 65, she co-founded Senior 
Neighbors, an organization that 
became a model for the nation. 
She then was appointed by the 
governor to the Tennessee Com- 
mission on Aging. Mrs. Power 
also served on the board of the 
National Association of State 
Units on Aging and in 1967 
received one of two national 
awards given by the (NASUA) 
Council for her community 
service — the other award went 
to Lyndon B. Johnson. 

Ginny Power has served on the 
YWCA board, the board of 
women’s work at St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church, and many other 
boards in Chattanooga. She is a 
charter member of the Tennis 
Club and last summer captured 
one gold and one bronze medal 
with her 71-year-old partner in 
the Tennessee Senior Olympics. 


to her patients, Dr. Tuggle has 


_given much of herself toward the 


advancement of her profession. 
She served as chair of the DeKalb 
General Hospital Ethics Com- 
mittee for five years; was chief of 
DeKalb’s department of internal 
medicine for two years; was ap- 
pointed the first woman member 
of the Composite of the State 
Board of Medical Examiners in 
1974, and served as its president 
in 1981-82. Dr. James Anthony, 
medical coordinator of this 
board, said, “Her leadership has 
been outstanding, and she has 
handled her assignments in a 
truly superior manner.” She also 
served for eight years on the 
board of directors of the DeKalb 
unit of the American Heart 
Association. 

In 1983 Dr. Tuggle was the 
first woman to receive the Julius 
McCurdy Citizenship Award, 
given by Decatur Federal Savings 
and Loan Association to a physi- 
cian selected by the DeKalb 


She still finds the time in her 
busy schedule to take annual 
pack trips with her husband, to 
cook, to play the piano, to write 
and produce plays, to teach 
exercise classes and to create a 
garden — two acres of peace and 
beauty that she and George 
share with their many friends. 

Her great love for the good 
earth comes naturally, as she 
spent her childhood at Roswell’s 
historic Bulloch Hall. This fine 
old Greek Revival mansion, 
surrounded by 37 varieties of 
trees and various gardens, was 
also the childhood home of 
Theodore Roosevelt’s mother. 

Truly, Ginny Power is one of 
Father Time’s chosen few. Ginny 
will never grow old —she does 
not have time. She is too busy 
giving to her husband of 57 
years, to her garden and to 
Chattanooga. — by Becky Vick
